In rule 13 of the said Rules — 

(a) In sub-rule (3), for the sentence “Thereupon In the cose of an enrolled 

person, the transfer shall be effected by mutual agreement between 
his Commanding Officer and the Commanding Officer of the Unit to 
which he desires to be transferred and m the case of an officer the 
deciding authority shall be th e Central Government” the following 
sentence shall be substituted, namely: — 

"Thereupon the transfer shall be effected, in the case of an enrolled person 
by mutual agreement between his Commanding Officer and the Com- 
manding Officer of ihe unit to which he desires to be transferred, and 
in the case of an officer by order of the prescribed authority”. 

(b) in the Explanation — 

(I) in clause (1), the words “or a Junior Commissioned Officer” shall be 
omitted; and 

.(ii) for clause (2), the following clauses shall be substituted, namely: — 
“(2) in the case of a Junior Commissioned Officer, the Director, Territorial 
Army; and 

(3) in the case of any other officer, the Central Government”.
